DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . Tke following is a quotation of the appropriate paragrapks of 35 U.S.C. 102 tkat form 
the basis for tke rejections under tkis section made in tkis Office action: 

A person skall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b)tke invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tkis or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in tkis country, more tkan one year prior to tke date of application for patent in tke United States. 

2. Claims 1, 14 & 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(L) as keing anticipated ky USP 
5,500,138 to Bacon et al. (kerein referred to as "Bacon"). 

Bacon teackes a fakric softener composition comprising enduring (Class II) and non- 
enduring (Class I) perfume ingredients. Benzyl salicylate and gamma-undecalactone are disclosed 
as enduring perfume ingredients tkat kave a BP>250oC and ClogP>3.0. Tke enduring 
perfumes may be used in an amount of at least 70%. Linalool, eugenol and iso-eugenol are 
disclosed as non- enduring perfume ingredients tkat kave a BP<250oC and ClogP<3.0. Tke 
non- enduring perfumes may be used in an amount of at least 10%. All of tke aforementioned 
perfume components kave odor detection tkreskolds of less tkan or equal to 50ppb. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Paper No. 8, filed 7/3/2003, witk respect to tke Velaquez 
reference kave keen fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 and 14-26 kas 
been witkdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 16-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
